Poor Neighborhoods 


Over the holidays if you have seen Oliver's Story, you 
will remember what the words “sweat.equity" mean. If 


you haven't seen the film, 


“sweat equity” isanew 


method used by various, tenant groups to. solve 
housing problems in -inner cities. THroUgh’self-help 
effort or “sweat” tenant groups provide the down 
payment or "equity" in buildings they themselves 


rehabilitate. 


For a lot of neighborhoods this is the hope. of the 
future. The problems of cities is one of America’s most 
serious problems. Generations of persons are born 
and reared under conditions which lead to despair, 
crime and hopelessness. For more than three decades 
families have been moving out of cities in search of 


better housing, better 


schools and a suitable 


environment in which to rear their children, 

More than any other single factor, bad housing 
colors the life of the poor, Health, growth and safety are 
all adversely affected, Cramped and squalid living 
conditions stifle the human spirit. But community 
-groups can and should take constructive action to 
improve and revitalize their neighborhoods. 


So, instead of abandoning poor neighborhoods, the 


answer lies in reconstruction and rehabilitation. The 
idea is simple. tf you can't build new, fix up the old. In 
New York's South Bronx and Harlem, various tenant 
groups have been doing just this for the last few years 
with remarkable success, For example, these “sweat 
equity” groups have taken over dilapidated buildings 
“and redesigned the entire apartment layouts. New 
floors, plumbing, heating, wiring, plastering, painting, 
spirit of anh yp ats 9 aang all other needed items such as new windows, 
to the special e mn doors, etc. have been added. It is almost a complete 
rebuilding job, except for the existing walls and 
foundations. The efforts of these groups have won 
recognition from government officials in the form of 


grants and subsidies. 


___The amazing thing about these tenant groups has 
been the fact that their members previously belonged 
to youth gangs. “Sweat equity’ has provided a sense of 
oride to these former offenders.
